was Charles Butler. 24. of 12fiO 
Blossom lane. Benton township, 
the alleged driver and regis- 
tered owner of the Cadillac. 


Injured drivers were Randy 


Ami. 28, of 1416 North Aurilla, 
Lincoln township, and David 


Ilart. 29. of 615 Lake drive, New- 
Buffalo, according to police. 
Arnt. an investigator with the 
prosecutor's consumer protec- 
tion unit, suffered a concussion 
and a sprained ankle.

Ilart told police he would seek

city police report the accidents 
took place at ahout 5 p.m. St. 
Joseph police gave this account: 


The Cadillac entered the lot 


and struck four cars which were 
lined up at the exit, then hit a 
parked auto assigned to the 
Berrien Metro Felony squad. 


Arnt. driving a car assigned 


to the prosecutor's 
office, 


jumped from his smashed auto 
and chased the Cadillac on foot. 


The Cadillac continued to run 


amuck, striking cars in the lot 
until it swung behind the 
courthouse where it became 
trapped in heavy traffic of 


departing workers. 


Arnt caught up with the 


driver and arrested him at 
gunpoint. The driver was then 
subdued by several officers.

Released Killer Charged 
In Beating Death Of Wife 


ANN ARBOR, Micn'(AP) — 
An 
admitted 
professional 


killer has been charged with the 
beating death of his wife, only a 
month after his controversial 
release from a state mental 
hospital. 


Police Chief Walter Krasny 


said John McGee, 27, was 
arrested about 2:40 a.m. after 
officers were, called to his lipme 
and discovered his 29 - year - old 
wife, Julia Ann, lying in a pool 
of blood in the bedroom. 


JOHNMcGEE 


Charged with slayiig wile 


Mrs. McGee died two hours 


later at a local hospital. Krasny 
said an autopsy showed she was 
"literally beaten to death ... 
stomped, kicked ... fists, chair 


McGee stood mute in Ann Ar- 


bor District Court to first- 
degree murder charges and was 
remanded to the Washtenaw 
County Jail without bond. An 
April 23 preliminary examina- 
tion was scheduled. 


McGee was acquitted by 


reason of insanity last June on a 
second-degree murder charge 
in the death of Allan Burrell. He 
WTIS then committed to the state 
Forensic Center at Ypsilanti. 


Wayne County prosecutors 


say that under a grant of im- 
munity, McGee admitted filling 
contracts to kill about 20 people, 
many of them Detroit drug 
figures. 


He said he was paid up to 


about $1,500 for each murder, 
but did not identify who paid 
him. 


McGee was freed from the 


Forensic Center last month,

His 
agent said he died of cancer. . 


'On the stage in Eugene 


O'Neill's "Long Day's Journey 
into Night," March portrayed a 
man alternately loving and 
miserly who achieved material 
success at a tragic price to' 
himself and his family.- .'-' • 


But March was more than a 


big box office success. He also 
was considered one of the 
country's finest actors; winning 
Academy Awards for ''the Best 
Years of Our Lives" and the 
horror film, "Dr. Jekyll and 
Mr. Hyde."". 


He shared his personal and 


professional life with actress 
Florence Eldrldge, whom he 
married in 1927 and who sur- 


vives. She costarred with him 
and they spent hours poring 
over scripts and discussing act- 
ing technique. They lived in 
scmiretirement,, in Beverly 
Hills and on a 40-acre farm in 
New Milford, Conn.

be sent to area state legislators. 


Garber's request was referred 


to the affairs committee of the 
county board. 


County Commissioner Frank 


Poorman, of Buchanan, said a 
large portion of the increase 
was due to the increased as- 
sessment, of Clark Equipment 
company's personal property 
oldings in Buchanan. The boost, 
Poorman said, was enormous. 


Poorman said no new indus- 


tries had moved into the state 
because of the overall tax 
structure and said the problem 
was not just of Buchanan but of 
all cities in the county.

Lower Demand Slashes 
Into Whirlpool Profits 


Whirlpool Corp. cited low 


consumer demand for major 
appliances in reporting a two- 
thirds reduction in profits for 
the first quarter of this year. 


The company also said sales 


fell more than 25 per cent, from 
$388 million during the first 
quarter of 1974 to $286.9 million 
in the January-March period 
this year. 


Overall profits were $2.76 


million in this year's opening 
quarter and $8.18 million in 
1974, while per-share profits fell 
to 8.cents, from 23 cents. 


John 
Platts, 
Whirlpool 


president and board chairman, 
said low earnings among the 
firm's subsidiaries also con- 
tributed to the decline 


Platts added that demand for 


products increased somewhat 
during March of this year'and 
the company sees the upward 
trend continuing, "assuming 
reasonable improvement in the 
overall economy." 


Platts said net earnings for 


the 1(74 first quarter have been 
restated to reflect Uie change by 


the company in 1974 to the LIFO 
method of determining cost for 
most appliance inventories. 


LIFO means last in, first out. 


It replaces FIFO or first in, first 
out. 


The new system offers a bet- 


ter matching of current costs 
and revenue in determining 
operations results. It excludes 
from inventories the affects of 
inflationary 
cost 
increases. 


Platts said the new system 
decreased inventory values at 
Dec. 31, 1974, by 54.9 per cent 
and also reduced 1974 net earn- 
ings by $26.7 million, or 74 cents 
a share. Also reduced, however, 
were income taxes. This result- 
ed in greater cast) 
flow and 


reduced need for borrowing. 
, 


Besides declines in consumer 


demand for appliances, Whirl- 
pool listed other adverse fac- 
tors: Substantial increases in 
material, labor and other costs; 
and a four-month strike at 


• refrigeration production facili- 
ties at the Evansville, Ind.. 
plant. 


As tn the balance of this year, 


Platts said production levels 
will continue to be adjusted, if 
necessary, to keep inventory

The courts eventually ruled the park 
existed solely on paper, not in fact; 
thus the claim of the department seiz- 
•ing locally owned real estate lacked 


any foundation. 


The board fired a safety hazard 


against the Hilltop-Niles terminus as 
creative of massive traffic jams and 
collisions. 


At the same time it encouraged 


residents along the proposed r#utc to 
oppose it unless the department laid 
down the penetrator as a free access 
road rather than as a non-access type. 


Newest to the obstructionist ranks is 


the Twin Cities Area Transportation 
Study (Twin-Cats). 


The law charges Twin-Cats to 


examine the penetrator from the 
standpoint of environmental impact, 
economic 
value, 
and 
general 


feasibility. 


Last week its most influential 


member, Tom Sinn, the paid director 
of the county planning board, stated 
that since the riverbed portion of the 
route, subject to further study, ap- 
pears to be unfeasible, building the 
first step is of dubious value. 


Charles Joseph, Benton Harbor's' 


mayor, appeared before a Twin-Cat 
hearing to say the penetrator will 
benefit no one except St. Joseph and 
possibly another shopping center south 
from Benton Harbor. His Honor also lit 
into plan for harbor development on 
the river's west side. 


Twin-Cats is also besieged by im- 


portunings from local ecology groups 
that the penetrator would be the same 
hazard as siting a nuclear power plant 
at Silver Beach. 


When first laid down in the early 


'50s, the 1-94 attracted a certain 
amount of local opposition along its 
routing .which followed two principal 
themes; either it was too close to one 
town or too distant from another. 


Its overall benefit, however, drew no 


opposition worth mentioning. 


Strangely, in our area all manner of 


self appointed Moses rise to prevent 
improving the primary highway's ad- 
vantage to our sector. 


Zoning Philosophy 


Courts in recent years have taken a 


dim view of local zoning laws and 
practices. Two recent decisions in 


..this field by the highest courts of two 


states could eventually have nation- 
wide ramifications. 


The New Jersey Supreme Court has 


.struck down exclusionary zoning laws 


* .in that state which, it says, screen out 
-,young couples or the elderly or 
- anyone else who can't afford a large 


house on a large lot. 
, Upholding a lower court decision, 
.the New Jersey high court ordered 
Mount Laurel Township to provide for 
"an appropriate variety and choice of 
housing for all categories of people 
who may desire to live there." 


In Ohio, that state's supreme court 


has ruled that voter veto over zoning 
, Jaw changes violates, the due process 
: clause of the U.S. Constitution. 
S; The Ohio ruling arose out of an 
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appeal by a developer who wanted to 
erect a high-rise apartment building 
in Eastlake, a suburb of Cleveland. 
This would have necessitated the 
rezoning of about eight acres of land. 


The city's charter provided that all 


rezoning questions be put to a public 
vote, and in 197?, the citizens of 
Eastlake defeated the builder's bid. 


This, held the Ohio Supreme Court, 


was a usurpation of the legislative 
power of the city council "under the 
guise of popular democracy." Said 
Justice Leonard Starn: 


"Zoning provisions such as that in 


Eastlake's charter have a single mo- 
tive, and this is to exclude, to build 
walls against the ills, racial strife and 
the people themselves of our urban 
areas." 
. 
' 


Many Ohioans, not only in Eastlake 


but in some 17 other municipalities in 
the Clevelandsarea with similar laws, 
are wondering if the court's ruling 
means that they must now expect just 
that — the spread of the poverty, 
racial strife, crime and deterioration 
that infects nearby'urban areas. 


Some social reformers, of course, 


will hail these decisions as two more 
victories for "the people." Yet those 
with least reason to welcome the 
decisions are the very people — 
among them millions of blacks 
throughout the country — who have 
only recently succeeded in escaping 
the ills of the inner cities for a better 
life in the suburbs: It is more likely 
a victory for developers. 


There is no question but that zoning 


laws exclude. But in concentrating 
only on this aspect, the courts have 
"ignored the fact that such laws are 
also designed to preserve — to 
preserve certain, community stan- 
dards, values and, amenities. 


Apparently, however, all values 


must be leveled in, the names of a 
very dubious, doctrine of social 
equality. ; 
: 


Someday the young couple or the 


black family that cannot now afford 
to live in some highly desirable 
'neighborhood will have the means to 
do so. They could discover that; 
'thanks ;to the tender concern of'the 
courts, the neighborhood is no longer 
so desirable.

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Boundary Panel Delays Report On Fairplain 


Stall Writer 


The state boundary commission's findings on the City of 


Fairplain incorporation have been delayed because of some 38 
legal challenges to the annexation law, according lo James Hyde 
executive of the commission. 


Hyde said written findings by commission members won't be 


compiled until the end of May at the earliest, and probably in 
June. 


Meanwhile, Fairplain area residents will have a chance to ask 


questions on the incorporation during a public information 
meeting at 7:» p.m. Wednesday, in Fairplain junior high school. 


The meeting was called by the Committee for the Citv of 
Fairplain. 


The boundary commission in March voted 4-1 to approve the 


Fairplain incorporation, providing legal steps were fulfilled. The 
commission hoped that written Findings could be released some- 
time this month. The release starts a 45-day time period for 


citizens to petition for a referendum. 


Hyde said the commission staff is now tied up preparing for 


court cases started by 31 or 32 townships challenging a 197« 
annexation law. The eases have nothing to do with incorporation 
of Fairplain but are a drain on the commission's time and staff. 


St. Joseph township is a party to one of the suits seeking to 


overturn annexation of 10 acres to the City of St. Joseph. 


The written findings on Fairplain will not be delayed until all 


the cases are resolved, Hyde emphasized. 


The City of Fairplain would consist of some 4 square miles in 


the western portion of Benton township and the eastern portion of 
St. Joseph township. Population is estimated at 7,300. St. Joseph 
township announced plans to start legal action to determine how 
assets of the area would be divided between city and townships. 
St. Joseph township also seeks a referendum, apparently hoping 
that Fairplain residents will reject the city plan. Benton township 
has not formally announced whether it will join St. Joseph 
township in efforts to block the city, but indications are that it will 
join.

ing, Deterioration of the finish 
can be especially fast if salt and 
road grime have been allowed to 
remain on the car.

heavy-duty cleaner may be 
needed to remove dead paint 
before you apply the wax. 


Once tbe car's paint finish has 


been cleaned and waxed, spruce 
up the rest of the car. 


Keeping both black and 


white-sidewall tires looking 
clean should be no problem with 
one of the easy-to-use aerosol 
foam cleaners. Just wet the tire, 
spray on the cleaner, let it stay 
Int. e a minute or so, scrub with 
a brush or cloth and then rinse.

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - 


State Rep. Kirby Holmes. R- 


. Utica, says he used a bogus 


story to get on the Wayne 
County welfare roles to show 
"how easy it is to get on the 
welfare rolls." 


In an interview with Panax 


Newspapers. Holmes said he 
used a bogus story on his 
application to the Wayne County 
Department of ocial Services 
which got him more than $400 in 
public assista>Ke. 


Holmes made the disclosure 


after receiving a letter from 
State Social Services Director 
John T. Dempsey notifying him 
he is being investigated for 
charges he was receiving public 
assistance. 


He refused to comment to The 


Associated Press or to ack- 
nowledge 
the 
investigation 


pending a news conference 
scheduled for today. 


However the Macomb County 


Republican told Panax it took 
him 75 day's to receive his first

welfare check for $214. He also 
received five food orders from 
the Wayne County welfare 
agency which totaled $203. 


If his story about having four 


needy children had been legi- 
timate. Holmes said. "I'd have 
four children dead of starvation' 
because 1 didn't get the check 
until the 75th day after 1 
applied. 


"No way can four children 


and one adult lire on S200 for 75 
days," he said. "I would hve 
been forced to crime — to 
sticking up a gas station — to 
provide for my family." 


Holmes added. "The system 


is totally unjust to the legi- 
timate needy." 


Stating he wouldn't cash the 


check and food orders that he 
received so far. he said. "The 
main thing I've proved is that 
the system is wasteful." 


It was also his hope, he said, 


that the publicity from his 
receiving welfare checks under 


false pretenses "will stir my 
colleagues in Lansing into doing 
something about the horrendous 
state of affairs pertaining to 
welfare spending in the state of 
Michigan. 


"Only if our lawmakers are 


thoroughly embarrassed into 
doing something will something 
be done," Holmes said. 


He said be. applied for the 


public assistance Jan. 15 in the 
Wayne County Department of 
Social Services Kerchival office 
in Detroit. 


"I applied under my own 


name," Holmes said. "I used 
the real names of my wife and 
four children.

of action against the defen- 
dants. 


Steinberger then withdrew a 


countcrsuit in'which he charged 
he was being sued without 
cause. 


In closing arguments Mon- 


day, 
two defense attorneys 


questioned why Hill's wife, 
Jane, waited two years to file 
the suit. 


But Mrs. Hill's attorney, Tom 


Sloarie of Kalamazoo, said the 
dead man's mother complained 
to the mayor of Colon about the 
killing within a week of the in- 
cident. He said his client acted 
within the three-year legal limit 


. for bringing suit. 


Richard Lamb of Kalamazoo, 


attorney for the police chief, 
said: "There is where the truth 
lies — what these two women 
said immediately after the 
shooting." 
The suit claiming the slaying 
violated Hill's civil rights and 
that the chief acted negligently. 
It also claimed the Village of 
Colon hired an inexperienced 
police officer and failed to 
supervise him. 


A. Newton Dilley of Grand 


Rapids, attorney for the village, 
argued that neither the doctor's 
widow nor his mother "actually 
saw what they said they saw" 
when Hill was shot' at his 
mother's home. 


"It's not reasonable that it 


took them as long as it took 
them to come up with the .story 
they're telling you now." Dilley 


. insisted to the six-member U.S. 


District Court jury. 


Lamb contended Steinberger 


shot the doctor after being at- 
tacked twice with a hammer, 
white stunned from a hammer 
blow, and after his glasses were 
smashed.

Lamb said the chief told him, 


"I fired semi-blind at a man 
coming at me" in'the narrow 
hallway. The shooting occurred 
white the chief was responding 
to reports of a domestic dispute.

An 
experienced installer of alarms 
can advise you on how to ac- 
complish your bolt-up at the 
least cost. 


. . . Lighting systems do give 


the impression someone is at 
home. But if you are going on a 
long vacation, lighting timers 
should be used with other 
security if you are in a high- 
crime area. The lights may look 
too regulated if your house is 
being watched. 


• ... 
Locks are frequently 


picked in apartment house 
buildings, but a number of locks 
may discourage a burglary1 who 
knows he must act quickly. He 
fears a time element. A chain is 
an additional hindrance when 
you are inside. And anyone in a 
crime area living in a ground- 
floor apartment should have 
barred windows for complete 
safety, in his opinion.

Book Gives You Pointers 
On Adding New Fireplace

Cutting costs of a do-it-your-' 


self project may be a matter of, 
knowing how to proceed: These 
(lavs everyone is trying to get as 
much as he can for his money. 


People- 
interested 
in 


fireplaces and other heaters as 
supplemental heat sources may 
find some helpful pointers in a 
new "Shopper's Guide." based 
mainly on federal and state 
research. 


In addition, the book takes one 


over some of the hurdles and 
gives, know-how of buying and 
using cement, pipes, electrical 
wiring and the like. It also 
provides helpful tips about food, 
nutrients, appliances, gardens 
and myriad other things. 


Fireplaces are popular addi- 


tions'to home where warmth, 
attractiveness 
or 
instant 


supplementary heat is being 
sought, but some do-it-your- 
selfers are afraid to proceed on 
their own, and others take too' 
much for granted, unaware of 
their limitations. 


For example, one man ins- 


talled an imported ceramic 
fireplace (with legs) on a 
Wooden floor; and the fireplace 
cracked. Fortunately a fire was 
averted. He had been more con- 
cerned with the kind of-flue to^ 
put ori it and hadn't given too« 
much, thought to the amount of 
heat that the unit would throw 


off.

Each area of the guide has its 


own author ^- researcher and 
extension worker of the li.S. 
Department of Agriculture or 
other specialist. The material 
on fireplaces was developed by 
Vera Ellithorpe, an extension 
specialist 
of Kansas State

In addition to its fire screen 


across the chimney and a spark 
arrester at the top of the chim- 
ney, a fireplace is described as 
a "noncombustible firebox in 
which the fire is built and by 
which heat Is reflected in a 
room, a chimney to vent to 
products of combustion, a 
damper which regulates the 
amount of air drawn to the 
burning fuel and a hearth which 
extends out into the room from 
the fireplace." 


After,that, placement is iim 


portant The floor or subfloor 
must be protected if you use a 
factory-built fireplace, Miss 
Ellithorpe points out 
The 


hearth should extend 16 inches 
on all sides of the unit and 
should be at least three^ighths 
of an inch. But prefabricated 
metal fireplaces should show an 
Underwriter's 
Laboratories 


approval and be installed as 
specified by Instructions. These 
fireplaces also need insulation 
from surrounding walls, the 
book states. 


The prefabricated fireplaces 


have proven to be a great joy to 
people who cannot install con- 
ventional 
fireplaces, par- 


ticularly 
in 
rustic-looking 


rooms with paneled walls. Some 
houses, however, were built 
with footings (a base below the 
house) by owners who may not 
have wanted to assume the cost 
of-a fireplace at the time; It 
might be wise to check building 
plans of a bouse to see if foot- 


ings were put there by the 
original buiWer. If so. one 
might want to add a fireplace 
with a chimney. 


There, are pointers in the 


guide that might apply to those 
who build the conventional 
fireplace as well as to those who 
use the prefabricated type, 
Franklin stove, and'cven.elec- 
tric fireplaces, thermostatically 
controlled electric heating units 
and other portable heaters.' , 


These additional tips from the 


book might be helpful in deter- 
mining whether there will be a 
fireplace in your immediate fu- 
ture.

the safe use of a fireplace, fur- 
nace or heat stove in which 
wood, coal, liquified petrol gas, 
fuel oil or natural gas is burned.

as a borer of woods. At the 
moment the natural look of fur- 
niture even extends to rough- 
looking woods, including logs 
and rough-sawed cuts. 


Even so, 20th-century woods 


should provide better floors, 
walls and furniture than they 
did in other eras, he explained. 
In furniture the glue perfor- 
mance has been good since 1956

"We also now have scientific 


instruments that gauge the 
moisture content of the woods so 
that it is uniform when as- 
sembled. Often people think old 
woods are better because 18th- 
century and old other wood 
pieces are in such good condi-

producers made in those days. 
For example, Stradivari did 
that. In the time of Hepplewhite, 
Sheraton 
and, Adams, the 


mahogany used was much 
tougher than some woods we 
have today, but only the best has 
survived anyway."

inroads, the always popular 
early American furniture will 
continue to be important as we 
near the Bicentennial.

furniture trends are difficult to 
predict. 


"Buyers are often too insulat- 


ed from consumers and hesitate 
to move into anything but es- 
tablished trends." says Behm, 
who had anticipated a while 
back that enameled furniture 
should be a strong trend. "It 
went over big in desert areas, 
such as Palm Springs and 
Phoenix, but in California where 
it should suit the casual lifes- 
tyle, nothing happened." 


His long experience with wood 


began in 193? and has led to 
many adventures because he 
can tell how a particular wood 
should be used. During World 
War II he helped acquire 


materials and build radar sta- 
tions — wood was used for 
strength — and they were 
designed so that they could be 
dropped from planes and as- 
sembled in 20 minutes, con- 
sidered 
maximum 
survival 


time. He made a spruce nose 
cone for the Poseidon missile 
and was involved briefly with 
NASA incontriring a wood 
shelter for possible use on the 
moon, a project that was aban- 
doned. In the interim he became 
involved with hardwoods and is 
also a consultant on furniture 
polishes to Woodcrafter, for 
whom he has been conducting 
tests to determine the effects of 
polishes on wood. A lover of 


wood, he is against the high 
gloss that makes furniture lose 
its identity and take on unifor- 
mity in a room. 


"The minute you get into a 


natural look; you must keep the 
furniture looking natural and 
that doesn't mean high shine. 
Most furniture-care companies 
have been trying to do too much 
to wood. Although furniture 
needs grime removed and needs 
protection, a product should 
clean or polish and should not 
try to do both. In testing some 
polishes I found that solvents 
used for both cleaning and 
polishing of furniture are often 
so strong they remove the 
finish," be claims.

last fall. 


The stories about the WFL are 


incredible, and mostly true. A 
script writer couldn't have 
imagined anything much worse. 


Against that backdrop and 


against first-year losses of $20 
million and a record amount of 
lost credibility, the WFL will 
present itself Wednesday as a 
league with a future, as one 
which will play in 1973. 


This .time, however, the

Several conservation groups are protesting the Department of 


Interior decision to put about 2 million acres of wildlife land under 
sole jurisdiction of the Bureau of Land Management. 


They claim the decision could set a precedent for the dis- 


mantling of the National Wildlife Refuge System, because the 
BLM is an agency chiefly devoted to livestock grazing and oil and 
coal leasing. 


The areas in dispute are the Kofa Game Range in Arizona, the 


Charles Sheldon Antelope Range in Nevada and the Charles M. 
Russell National Wildlife Range in Montana. 


Department of Interior officials say giving the BLM authority of 


the land, instead of having the former joint management with the 
Fish and Wildlife Service, is in the interest of the "most efficient 
management." 


"We would like to assure you that there is no intent to change the 


manner or thrust of management on any of these ;areas and that 
the establishing Executive Orders will continue to guide 
decisions," comments Norman E. Ross Jr., assistant director of 
the White House's Domestic Council. 


But many conservationists remain unconvinced. 
"This decision would set a precedent for the dismantling of the 


National Wildlife Refuge System, one of the greatest conservation 
achievements in history." declares Stewart M. Brandborg, 
executive director of he Wilderness Society. 


"The System, managed by the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service, 


now includes more than 30 million acres of crucial wildlife habitat. 
Units of the System are found in every state of the Union except 
West Virginia, and include migrator}1 waterfowl refuges, water- 
fowl production-areas, wildlife ranges and a diversity of other 
refuges to maintain critical habitat. If Mr. Morton's decision is 
allowed to stand, all of these could be lost by transfer to other 
federal agencies. 
, 


"This is not an issue of hunting vs. non-hunting, nor is it an 


issue of federal-state responsibilities-iii wildlife management. 
Rather, it is an issue of whether any federal lands will continue to 
be dedicated primarily for wildlife purposes." 


Also taking up the fight is congressman John D. Dingell of 


Michigan, who is known as a friend of wildlife and sportsmen. 


Representative Dingell says giving the BLM control of refuge 


land is "like appointing the fox to guard the henhouse." 


"Those who say that the Bureau of Land Management can.do the 


job of protecting fish and wildlife just as well as the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service are either naive, or ill-formed, or both. The U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service is our only Federal agency which has the 
primary mission of protecting wildlife habitat and managing it for 
the benefit of wildlife. While the BLM has secondary respon- 
sibilities for wildlife, it also has other conflicting missions, such as 
mining, logging, livestock grazing and fossil fuel development." 


Dingell is serious about his feelings. He has introduced a bill 


(H.R. 5511) to amend the. National Wildlife Refuge System Ad- 
ministration Act of 1966 to give the Fish and Wildlife Service ad- 
ministrative control of these lands. 


The map also is turning 


yellow at its edges, and judging 
from the letters arriving these 
days, it will be a lot yellower 
before it comes down.

health department. When he 
isn't doing that, he loves to 
match wits with trout in cold, 
clear streams. 


One of the places he likes to 


fish is the west branch of the 
Paw Paw River, which since 
18Q9 also has teen known as the 
Gates drainage ditch. 


Brunei is appalled thai even 


76 years ago people could vole lo 
make a trout stream into a 


* drainage-dUch, and'that now, 
. when "il is one of the few 


remaining streams in.our area 
able to sustain a substantial 
•trout population," that another 
dredging is being planned. 
: - Dredging would ruin the troul 


habitat. ;and the temperature of 
the stream would be raised 
(.because shade trees would be 
cut), Brunei says, bringing "the 
end of a^.high quality stream.". 


The controversy is straining 


some old relationships. Charles 
TenHouten, is 
a respected 


country physician who doctored 
many people in the Paw Paw 
area, including Mrs. Hearns, 
until he retired 'recently. A 
decade ago, he bought a lot of 
ground along Ihe north end of 


_ the river.

"Until I relired 'I didn'l have 


time for a lot of Ihings, includ? 
ing the environment," he says. 
"But I intend to get involved 
now." 


A few weeks ago he. popped 


into the office of his former pa- 
tient, the drain commissioner, 
and announced that she would 
"dredge the river over my dead 
body."

Based on the same principle as a 


greenhouse, 
the

b\stem uses solar collectors — 
black, insulated receiver surfaces 
covered by glass — which allow 
solar radiation to enter and prevent 
re-radiation of- the trapped heat. 
Solar collectors arc usually placed 
on 
southern-facing 
roofs 
of 


buildings to receive the maximum 
amount of daily sunlight. 


Topper tubing winds between the 


ghss and the receiver surface, and 
through this tubing passes water 
Which is heated to temperatures up 
lo J» degrees by the trapped heal. 


After water has been heated in 


the solar collector, it passes by 
gravity lo an insulated storage 
tank, and is ready for domestic 
use. And that's basically how the 
solar energy I'll water system 
operates.

as that used for hot water with this 
difference; the solar collectors have 
to be enlarged, cither by increasing 
the sfee of the solar collector panels 
or adding to them. Heated water or 
air tows from the solar collector to.

dtiuts to various parts of the house. 


Sular energy air conditioning is

produced by the cooling cycle is 
storvd in the heat-cold

lank. The heating coil used lo draw- 
heat from the tank during the 
winter is now used to extract cool 
air from the cold storage tank. A 
duct fan circulates the cool air. 


Dr. Dean K. Abrahamson, Uni- 


versity of Minnesota, currently has 
under construction a total solar 
energy home 30 miles from lire 
Canadian border. The system he 
will utilize will slore energy for 
approximately five days. 


However, it is logical to expect 


that scientists will someday find a 
way of transporting solar energy 
over long distances much like we 
-presently 
transport

electricity across the country.

Eagle Killing 


Brings Fifth 


$500 Reward 


The 
National 
Wildlife 


Federation will pay a §500 
reward to a Tennessee duck 
hunting guide for supplying in- 
formation that led to the con- 
viction of a Memphis physician 
who killed a southern bald 
eagle. 


The reward goes lo Frederic 


Alfred Hamilton, 25. of route 
four. Union City, who saw the 
eagle shot from a duck blind at 
Keelfoot Lake, Tenn. 


Dr. John W. Tosh. 50. admil- 


ted he shot the eagle, an endan- 
gered and protected species, 
and was fined SI .000. Dr. Tosh 
said he mistook the eagle for a 
hawk, which is also protected 
under federal law. 


The eagle shot at Reelfoot 


Lake, a wintering site for more 
than 60 of the endangered birds, 
has a wingspan of about six feet 
and was approximately three 
years old. 


The $500 reward to Hamilton 


is the fifth to be paid by the 
National Wildlife Federation for 
conviction of eagle shooters. 


The Interior Department's of- 


fice of endangered species es- 
timates that there are now 
approximately 2.000 northern 
bald eagles and fewer than 1,000 
southern bald eagles in the 
lower 48 states.

Michigan Species 


Blind cavefish, frecklebelly 


madtom catfish and rustyside 
suckers are among 29 species of 
freshwater fish selected 
for 


study to determine if any should 
be classified as "threatened" or 
"endangered" species. 


Twenty one states — includ- 


ing Michigan — are being asked 
to cooperate in this Fish and 
Wildlife Service review. 


The survey is one of several 


scheduled for this year. Status 
reviews of butterflies, crus- 
taceans and mollusks already 
have been initiated. And within 
the next few months, status 
surveys are expected to begin on 
upwards of a dozen species of 
wildlife. 


One of the most unusual fish 


being studied is the Alabama 
cavefish whose entire popula- 
tion of probably less than 100 
fish lives in a single cave in 
Alabama. 


The fish is blind, white and 


about two inches long. It was 
recently discovered in a limes- 
tone cave in northwestern 
Alabama. 


It is possible that the fish also 


survives in other nearby un- 
derground waters. 


The fish lost its protective 


coloration and sight because of 
living in total darkness, and has 
evolved to a point where it no 
longer has eyes. The cavefish 
has compensated for its blind- 
ness by developing an unusual 
sense of touch which enables it 
to search out food. 


Another Alabama resident, 


the frecklebclly madtom cat- 
fish, was present thoughout the 
Alabama River until impound- 
ment and dredging operation 
destroyed its habitat. It is 
currently found only in smaller 
river systems in Alabama. 
Freeklebellies were last seen at 
six Alabama River sampling 
sites in 1966. 


In Virginia, the rustyside 


sucker has disappeared from 
many streams in recent years 
and is currently found only in 
the Blue Ridge and upper Pied- 
mont streams of the Dan River 
system. Biologists are not cer- 
tain why the fish have declined, 
but suspect that the cause may 
be sedimentation from poor 
agricultural practices and cons- 
truction activities in the upper 
Piedmont. 


Many of the other species 


under study owe their current 


waning populations to stream 
channelization, dredging or im- 
poundment. 


Michigan has one species for 


consideration — the eastern 
sand darter, a long and slender 
minnow. 


Jack Bails of the Michigan 


Department 
of 
Natural 


Resources says there's some 
doubt whether the sand darter 
exists in our state. Its range is 
mostly to the south of us. 


Michigan has a technical 


committee involving several 
universities to deal with threa- 
tened and endangered species, 
and its thoughts on the sand 
darter will be drawn together 
for the report back to the Fish 
and Wildlife Service. 


Michigan currently lias two 


species on the endangered list 
— the blue pike, a member of 
the walleye family once com- 
mon in Lake Erie, and the 
longjaw cisco, a chub once 
found in great numbers in 
Lakes Michigan and Huron. 


The goal of the studies and the 


classification efforts is to dis- 
cover the habitat requirements 
needed for the fish to survive. 


While the Fish and Wildlife 


Service has channled most of its 
fact finding efforts through the 
respective 
state 
fisheries 


departments, others with fac- 
tual information are urged to 
respond. The findings should be 
sent to: Director, Fish and 
Wildlife Service.

She solved the problem, 


dramtically, by . creating ' a 
wood, portable deck with a 
large seating bench and an 
oversized buffet counter-server.

dark brown patio and would be 
able to stain the Douglas fir to 
her liking. 


The overall dimensions of the 


patio made it practical to plan 
on three-foot square modules of 
decking — easier to move 
around, and certainly easier for 
a woman to lift while building. 


After the patio area was 


leveled, using gravel to Till out 
a sloping,area that led to the 
drain, shim was used to firm 
up the frame in order to keep 
decking from rocking. 


The wood used in framing 


wns treated with Cuprinol No. 
10, a wood preservative. The 
deck modules consisted of 12 
thrce-foot-square 
modules: 


each square with nine strips of 
Douglas fir pro-cut into three- 
foot lengths, nailed with 3&- 
inch galvanized nails. 


To cover the cellarway, she 


designed an ingenious hatch 
way that serves as a comforta- 
ble, oversized seating bench. 
When closed, it seats five or six 
people comfortably. The in- 
dividual strips, five or six 
each, were hinged to permit 
them to open up individually, 
allowing 
access 
to 
the 


basement. 


The clever cover-up for the 


air cleaner and circulator con- 
sisted of two-by-fours cut to 
form four-foot panels. The 
Douglas fir wood was fastened 
from the inside yet designed 
large 
enough to form 
a 


complete 
cover 
for 
the 


machinery, and wiring neces- 
sary to operate it. The smooth 
top that fits over the wood ac- 
tually holds the frame together 
and provides counter and buf- 
fet top for use when entertain- 
ing out of doors. 


The dramatic do-over was 


accomplished in about three 
weekends by the talented do- 
it-yourself lady. Approximate 
cost, .not including the band- 
aids, salve for aching muscles, 
coffee for backyard supervisors 
and occasional helpers,; was 
approximately $730.

the spot,'or a high-pressure, 
telephone salesman. . 


It's good practice to check out 


all solicitors with the Better 
Business Bureau. A banker, 
savings and loan association, 
lumber dealer and local real 
estate brokers are also'good 
sources of information on relia- 
ble contractors. 


Another good practice, after 


you have contacted or been 
referred to a number of good 
contractors, is to ask for at least 
three bids. It's important that 
each contractor be given iden- 
tical specifications. 


When you sign, keep in mind 


that you have, under law, three 
days'to change your mind (even 
after you sign). Be sure the 
contract has the following 
provisions: 


— It states that the contractor 


will .provide both ;labor and 
materials. 


— The contractor agrees to 


maintain required insurance 
coverage, including workman's 
compensation. 


— Starting and completion 


dates are stated. 


— Plans and specificatons are 


made a part of the contract, and 
substitutions cannot be made 
except by mutual agreement. 


— Complete cleanup and 


removal of all waste material is 
specified. 


— Work .is guaranteed for a 


standard period, usually one 
year. 


— Payment is sceduled upon 


satisfactory completion of tfie 
work or in the installments that 
match the progress of the work, 
with an amount, usually 10 per 
cent, withheld pending final 
approval of the job by the 
owner.

secure all necessary permits. 


— Your consent.is required

to carry out land use planning. 


"Unplanned 
growth 
is 


chaos," he says, but asks: "Why 
should you trust land use plan- 
ning, in a qualitative, oversight 
/situation, to the people who 
brought you the penny post card 
for eight cents, three weeks 
late?" 


Land use planning4 in its 


broadest form, is an attempt to 
dirdet the growth of the United 
States, with an overriding goal 
of protecting the nation's na- 
tural resources while providing 
for its needs in housing,'com- 
merce and recreation. 


Steiger and Udall, represent- 


ing 
neighboring 
Arizona 


congressional districts, are on 
opposite sides of the land use 
battle lines as they prepare to 
lead their troops into congres- 
sional combat. 


Udall, sponsor of unsuccessful 


land use legislation last year, 
re-introduced a land' use bill, 
titled '/The Land Use and 
Resource Conservation Act of 
1975" on Feb. 20. Steiger vows^ 
to fight it, as he has fought all 
other attempts at federal-juris- 
diction in the land use planning 
field. The Ford Administration 
also is opposing it, saying 
Udall's proposal would violate 
the President's moratorium oh 
new spending. 


Udall. a candidate for the 1976 


Democratic 
presidential 


nomination, and Steiger. a con- 
servative Republican Parly 
stalwart, are not the only 
figures involved in tlic land use 
controversy.

There has been little debate so 


far over the latest 
bills, 


'although hearings have been 
held, but there 
is much 


disagreement over what the 
original bill would have done. 


Supporters say it would have 


encouraged, but not ordered, 
each state to devise a land use 
plan as-an overall view of how 
its land areas should be used. 
Sucli a plan could list a state's 
endangered environments and 
decide what areas could be 
developed, what areas could be 
farmed, and what areas must be 
left untouched. 


Supporters of Udall's original 


bill say urban and suburban 
areas would be the most effect- 
ed V the bill, but it has 
generated the most interest, and 
opposition, in less developed 
areas of the West. 


"Modern suburbia ... might 


have been the answer to 
everyman's dream, his own 
home and plot of earth," said 
Dallas Miner of the Urban Land 
Institute. "But times have 
changed. There are now energy 
considerations, transportation 
considerations, environmental 
considerations. 


"It's still the American way to 


want a single-family house in 
suburbia and those opportuni- 
ties should still be afforded," he 
said. "But development of 
suburbia and single-family 
homes should be done, through 
planning. We are burying our- 
selves 
with 
our 
current 


approach 
to 
community 


development." 


The specter of more uncon- 


trolled, unplanned sprawl is 
raised by Udall in his ar- 
guments for his proposals, just 
as his opponents raise the 
specter 
of 
bureaucratic 


bungling' and 
invasion of 


property rights. 


"Before nightfall everyday a 


whole range of decisions are 
made that effect a whole range 
of folks down the road. The 
home builder, responding to 
pressure for more homes and 
the need to make a buck, finds 
400 acres and builds homes. 


He'/i made a decision that we 
don't need it for farming,"- 
Udall said. 


"Someone in Philadelphia 


buys-10.000 acres in Arizona and 
carves it up into five-acre 
ranches he'll peddle in the ci- 
ties. This is a decision that it 
will never be a grazing area. 


"Ixind use decisions are being 


made by all kinds of people and 
not with the longterm interests 
of society in mind." he said. 


Is land use planning neces- 


sary. Steiger is asked. 


"It's absolutely critical," he 


states. 


But, as he tells audiences and 


interviewers 
and 
fellow 


congressmen over and over: 
"The federal governnent can 
only compound this problem. If 
we have to have land use plan- 
ning and we defer to the feds, 
we won't get it. I happen to have 


minimal regard for federal ex- 
pertise in anything." 


How about the states and state 


government? Can they do it? 


"I don't know of any state 


government .that 
has 
the 


competence," he said. "It has 
got to come from the communi- 
ties. The farther you get from 
there, the more arbitrary the 
decisions are and the less likely 
they are to be valid." 


That view is shared by the 


National Farm Bureau, whose 
national 
convention 
gave 


Steiger a musing welcome when 
the congressman addressed the 
group last year. 


"We're not sure there is any 


wisdom in Washington that is 
sufficiently greater than what 
there is in Sacramento'or,Al- 
bany to displace it," said 
Donald T. Donnelly, a spokes- 
man for the farm organization.

worker kneeled shoeless on the 
carpeted 
floor 
of Tokyo's 


masque and recited the 1,400- 


, yearold "shahada" from the 
, Koran one bright afternoon in 


April, he was one of 168 
Japanese 
who 
voluntarily 


adopted the faith of Mohammed 
in a mass conversion. 


"There is no God but Allah 


and His messenger and servant 
•is Mohammed," the group in- 
toned 


The 
previous 
week. 
65 


Japanese had embraced Islam 
-and 
the number of converts in 


•the last few months has reached 
about 300, mosque officials said. 


"If it keeps up at this rate, 


half of Japan will be Moslem in 


llira.1 years." 
mused 
an 


Algerian diplomat. 


Just two years ago the Middle 


East was as remote to the 
Japanese as Tibet, a Japanese 
educator wrote recently. And 
conversions of Japanese to 
Islam were no more than a 
handful or so in a decade. 


Then came the Arab oil em- 


bargo and the switch by Japan, 
almost 100 per cent dependent 
on imported oil, to a pro-Arab 
policy. This brought Japan 
closer to .Mecca and helped 
trigger an "Arabu boomu" 
among the Japanese public. 


Aside from the recent conver- 


sions. Arabic language classes 
have begun at many companies 
and schools.and countless ar- 
ticles, books and television 
documentaries 
have 
been 


cranked 
out for an eager 


market. 


An "Arab Week" is scheduled 


in May. 


"All this interest in Arabs is a 


real pain in the neck." the Arab 
League's Tokyo representative 
complained in jest. His staff-lias 
had its hands full providing 
speakers, itineraries for good- 
will missions to the Middle East 
and answers to the many ques- 
tions'the Japanese still have 
about Moslem culture. 


The Arab League representa- 


tive said the numerous converts 
to Islam accurately 
reflect 


Japan's growing intimacy with 
the Arab world. 


The converts, mostly male 


and dressed in somber business 
suits, filed out of the mosque 
and into a fleet of waiting cars 
and chauffeured limousines. 


A number were employes of a 


land development company and 
another group among the 168 
converts came from a Tokyo 
bank. But all had one thing in 
common — either they or a 
close acquaintance \rere pa- 
tients of Dr. Tahir Kawanishi.

Energy remains a big concern 


this winter. The '.'shortage" 
continues, and with the rising 
cost of living, u makes sense to 
look into energy-saving ideas 
which reduce fuel costs. 


Many people overlook the ef- 


fect of humidity on body 
temperature, which contributes: 
to comfortable living, resulting 
in-lower heating bills in some 
cases. 


Very dry air draws moisture 


from the environment, includ- 
ing the skin of people. So. in a 
room with dry air, one tends to 
feel a little cooler; the nose and 
throat fed dry. But with lots of 
moisture in the air, the body 
cools itself mo^e slowly,' so a 
person feels warmer, or at least 
.less chilly than in dry air. 


Cold air holds less moisture 


than warm air. Since home 
heating units generally heat 
cold air, they produce warm, 
dry air. which begs for mois- 
ture. Therefore, the more mois- 
ture added to warm air, the 
lower the home temperature 
needed to keep comfortable. 


The best way to remedy this 


dry air need for moisture, which " 
can keep heating requirements 
down, is with a humidifier. 
Basically, this works along the 
same line as putting a pah of 
water on top of a radiator. Of the
